Officials consider importance of 2002 
override vote to town’s financial status

Town officials rolled out the 
red carpet last December to 
receive Andover’s Aaa bond rat- 
ing, the highest rating available 
from Moody’s Investors Service. 
But with a possible “fiscal crisis” 
approaching, in the words of 
Finance Committee member 
Richard Fox, could Moody’s yank 
that rating rug out from under the 
town? 

Not likely, says Moody’s ana- 
lyst Michael Johnson, who says he 
considered Andover a “well-man- 
aged” town as of last year. 

Johnson, who hasn’t kept 
abreast of Andover’s financial 
affairs since December, hesitates 
to gauge whether the town’s pre- 
sent budgetary situation consti-

tutes good management. “That’s a 
tough question to answer,” he 
says. ““(But) at the Aaa level, we’re 
pretty confident.” 

However, some town officials 


worry about what might happen if 


a general override is not passed in 
a special election next year. 
Selectmen Chairman Brian Major 
calls this year’s budget vote “irre- 
sponsible” because it uses money 
slated to help pay to open the new 
schools for the coming year’s bud- 
get. If an override is not approved, 
the town will have to make large 
cuts in positions and services to 
open these two schools. 

The Aaa rating is the highest 
financial status a community can 
receive. The higher the bond rat-

Non-profit loses barn in blaze 


Neighbor: Smoking man was helped from area

Insurance company workers 
on Tuesday were still trying to 
determine just how much was 
lost by non-profit organization 
Creative Living, when its South 
Main Street barn was consumed 
on Saturday by a quick-burning 
blaze that shot flames 40 feet into 
the air. 

Creative Living uses the 368 
South Main St. house, next to its 
barn, to provide activities and a 
weekend home-away-from-home 
for mentally challenged adults. 
On the first floor of the barn, it 
stored donated items that it sells 
to pay for these programs. Above 
the barn were living quarters for 
the facility’s caregiver. 


As the barn burned on Satur- 
day, a friend of the caregiver 
admitted to emergency personnel 
that he had been lighting matches 
and smoking behind the barn, 
says Fire Chief Chuck Murnane. 
The friend, Keith Longdin, 47, 
was taken into protective custody 
by police 

“Apparently, he was smoking 
cigarettes and apparently he had 
trouble stamping (the fire) out,” 
says Police Sgt. Richard Edson 
“There were no charges brought 
against him. We determined it 
was unintentional.” 

Although the fire department's 
investigation is continuing, Mur- 
nane says “the motive at this time 
appears not to be there. He was

No one was in the Cre 
Living house at the time of th 
fire, although Longdin’s broth 
was on the second floor of the 
barn when the fire started. Edson 
Says that the brother was asiee] 
but woke up when he heard the 
fire crackling and ran outside 

The fire burned the barn to th 
ground, damaged the vinyl siding 
of the Creative Living home, and 
peeled the paint on the house next 
GOOr, belonging to Jack Dziadul 

A newcomer to the neighbor 
hood, Dziadul was working ot 
the yard in front of his house and 
talking with a contractor there 
when the fire started.

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Dead birds renew focus on West Nile 


Town to begin fighting mosquitoes next month

Town Health Director Everett 
Penney said he received two calls 
last week from residents who 
found dead birds, signaling the 
return of concern about the West 
Nile Virus. The virus Causes West 
Nile Fever, a form of encephalitis, 
and is most commonly spread to 
humans via mosquitoes that have 
bitten infected birds. 

Penney said that the state 
Department of Public Health is 
setting up a new protocol to try to 
track the virus in Massachusetts 
this year. He said that a DPH hot- 
line will be available, probably 
starting May 15, that citizens can 
call to report dead birds. At least 
one dead bird infected with the 
virus was found in Andover last 
year. 

At last November’s Special 
Town Meeting, residents voted to 
have Andover join the Northeast 
Mosquito Control District in order 
to reduce the mosquito population 
this year. The town officially joins 
the consortium in June, but Pen- 
ney said the town is planning a 
“preemptive application” of mos- 
quito larvacide at the end of May.

this problem is in late spring,” said 
Penney, when mosquitoes are 
breeding. 

There have been no deaths in 
New England to date from the 


virus, but it killed seven out of 


about 60 infected people in New 
York state in 1999. It causes flu- 
like symptoms with headache and 
nausea, said Penney, and has a 
mortality rate of less than 10 per- 
cent. Elderly populations are most 
vulnerable, and all of the people 
who died in New York were over 
age 75. 


Town yard to get $300,000 in repairs 


Plans for more repairs during next four years

Residents voted Monday night 
with no discussion for $300,000 in 
borrowed funds to begin badly 
needed repairs on town-yard 
buildings. The repairs have been 
postponed for years while the 
town searches, so far fruitlessly, 
for a new location for the town 
yard. 

Officials are beginning to look 
increasingly seriouSly at com- 
pletely reconstructing the yard in 
its present location. 

However, because of the cur- 
rent backlog of projects, that 
reconstruction would not begin 
until fiscal year 2005. Meanwhile, 
Plant and Facilities Director Joe 
Piantedosi has said that the state 
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of disrepair of the current yard is 
beginning to pose a threat to per- 
sonnel and equipment. 

Therefore, stopgap repairs are 
planned for the next four years, 
with the money approved for next 
year slated to go toward the most 
urgently needed repairs. 

These include structural build- 
ing repairs, electrical-system 
upgrades, the replacement of heat- 
ing and ventilation systems, and a 
temporary building for the parks 
department. 

In a prepared statement, Select- 
man Ted Teichert said that this last 
item is necessary because “the 
existing building is beyond repair 
and needs to be replaced as soon 
as possible.”

“| heard the crackling and 
smelled the fire and didn’t think 
much about it,” says Dziadul, who 
assumed at first that someone was 
burning leaves with a permit. 
“Then, I saw the flames going up a 
tree behind the barn.” 

Dziadul says he ran behind the 
barn and saw that the fire was out 
of control 

“He (Longdin) was right behind 
the barn,” said Dziadul. “He was- 
n't in any condition to control it. 

“I grabbed him by the hand, 
tried to lead him away from the 
site. He was physically unable to 
cooperate,” said Dziadul. “The 
contractor grabbed him by the belt 
and literally yanked him over to 
my yard. 

“He was stumbling around. He 
couldn't stand up straight. He 
couldn't complete a sentence.” 

Longdin was taken into protec- 
tive custody by police, and fire- 
fighters worked to put out the 
flames. Because the fire was rag- 
ing when firefighters arrived, they 
were unable enter the structure. 

“When we pulled up, (the fire) 
was rolling up the back of the 
building. The whole back of the 
building was gone,” said Fire 
Chief Chuck Murnane as firefight- 
ers continued to fight the blaze 
Saturday. “Within minutes after 
we got here, it was fully involved.” 

Fire Deputy Al DelDotto said 
that two fire hydrants in the area 
were broken and failed to provide 
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Trouble with broken fire hydrants made fighting the South 
Main Street blaze difficult when firefighters first arrived. 


the water firefighters with the 
amount of water they are used to. 
Andover firefighters did connect 
to another hydrant, and also bene- 
fited from the help of North Read- 
ing firefighters, said Murnane. 

“We were very close to having 
a real problem. The wind couldn’t 
have been blowing any better for 
us,” he said. 

A car behind the barn was 
charred beyond recognition by the 
flames, but firefighters drenched 
Dziadul’s home and prevented the 
fire from spreading. 

“The firefighters said they 
could barely touch the back of my 
house, it was so hot,” says 
Dziadul. 

The Creative Living home was

also spared from major damage. 
“Luckily, it didn’t touch our 
main structure.

We’re just 
canceling one of our respite week- 
ends, only because we want to 
remove this debris before (the adults 
who use the program) get here.”

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No rain, stiff winds lead to several brushes with brush fires

Firefighters let out a long sigh 
of relief Tuesday. 

After struggling to keep up 
with brush fires that ignited faster 
than firefighters could put them 
out, the deadline for permit fires 
passed Tuesday at 4 p.m. 

“We're on a countdown here,” 
said Fire Deputy James Lynch 
Tuesday afternoon. He, along with 
the rest of the department, 


watched the clock tick and waited 
for relief. A good portion of the 
20-plus fire alarms called in since 
Wednesday, April 25 were permit 
fires — licensed residents burning

leaves in their yards — that burned 
out of control. 

Parched ground and dry brush 
exist throughout the Merrimack 
Valley — a far cry from the situa- 
tion one month ago when resi- 
dents were still draining their 
flooded basements. 

“We're all facing the same 
thing because we’ ve had zero rain 
in the month of April,” said 
Lynch. “We've had 15 miles-per- 
hour winds that absolutely dry 
everything out.” Tewksbury fire- 
fighters battled a brush fire in their 
community all day Saturday, 
Lynch adds. 

The state Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency allows residents to 
obtain permits and burn brush 
from Jan. 15 until May |. By pro- 
hibiting permit fires after that 
date, the EPA intends to improve 
the air quality for residents. 

“People are more apt to have 
the windows open,” Lynch says. 

Smoke filled the air last Thurs- 
day, April 26, when three brush 
fires flared up at once. Firefighters 
responded to locations at Andover 
High School, Harold Parker Road 
and South Main Street. 

“Tt spread us pretty thin,” says 
Lynch. “If something (else) had 
happened at that period of time, 
we’ve already got three-quarters

of our people and equipment tied 
up. If you have a house fire some- 
place, it would be a delayed 
response.” 

Even without permit fires, the 
fire danger will remain high until 
the region receives rain, said 
Lynch. Careless disposal of some- 
thing as small as a cigarette butt 
could quickly lead to disaster. 
‘People don’t realize how dry (the 
ground) is, and how quickly (a 
fire) could get out of hand.” 

None of the fires within the last 
week are suspicious, said Lynch. 
A case of arson that sparked a 
brush fire at Gould Road last week 
has not turned up any suspects.

After standing five years one 
slot below Aaa, at Aal, Andover 
received its Aaa rating from 
Moody’s this fiscal year, allowing 
officials to borrow money at lower 
interest rates than before. Having 
an Aaa rating will potentially save 
the town about $1 million in inter- 
est for ongoing capital projects 
like the safety center, the new 
schools and the sewer expansion, 
Finance Director Tony Torrisi has 
said. 

“(With) the higher rating, 
investors are more comfortable 
and confident that the community 
can pay its debts and has good 
management,” Torrisi said in 
December. 

But Selectmen Chairman 
Major has questioned whether it is 
good management for the town to 
fund the School Committee’s bud- 
get of $42.5 million — by taking 
$600,000 from the stabilization 
fund meant to help open the new 


schools. 

“It was not responsible to vote 
in the school budget,” says Major, 
one of only two selectmen who 
did not support the school’s case.

Pat Picard, of Glenwood Road, was tested 
years ago to see if she could donate bone mar- 
row to a relative of her husband’s co-worker. 
She views her decision matter-of-factly, ratio- 


nalizing that she’d want someone else to help, if 


one of her family members was sick. 

A few years after Picard was tested, she was 
called to see if she was still willing to give. She 
was. That was five years ago, and the German 
woman who was given her marrow is still 
doing well. They e-mail regularly. 

“I know she’s doing well and is able to trav- 
el. She sends me postcards from snorkeling in 
Egypt and she just went to the Dominican 
Republic a couple of months ago. She and her 
husband like to travel,” says Picard. 

“She sent me a big box of Easter chocolates 
from Germany and we sent Christmas presents 
back and forth,” she says. 

According to Picard, having bone marrow 
removed from her hips did not bother her. “Tt 
didn’t stop me from doing anything | needed 
to. | took a couple of days off from work and 
that was it.” 

She’s says she never regretted the decision. 

“Absolutely not. I feel like part of me is alive 
in Germany and it’s just very heart-warming. 
I’m very happy I could do that for somebody. I 
would encourage someone else to do it because 
it’s very little inconvenience.” 

Just like saying “thank you” to those w ho 
make the effort. Those like Pat Picard and the 
many who will be tested May 13 always 
deserve special recognition.

Editor, Townsman: 


The last three months have 
been an amazing experience, and 
last Monday evening was no 
exception. 

The Town Meeting discussion 
on the future of the Essex Gravel 
Pit came late in the evening. Ten- 
sions were high and the course of 
discussions took a rather unusual 
path. With a “no” vote on Article 
10 (ball fields) of nearly 40 percent 
(39.1), it was clear that the town 
was heavily divided on this impor- 
tant issue. It wasn’t the right set- 
ting for either article to win. 

As proponents of an ecological 
park, we were happy with this out- 
come. It was exciting to achieve 
this level of support so quickly, 
especially given the broad organi- 
zational resources of the propo- 
nents of Article 10 and the unified 
support it had from the various 
town boards. 

Over the past few weeks, sever- 
al writers in this paper have mused 
about our motivations for propos- 
ing an ecological park. Our moti- 
vations are straightforward. We 
believe that this particular location 
is unusual, that an opportunity like 
this comes along only once, if 
ever, that an eco-park can become 
a powerful asset for the town, and 
that it can be created in stages - 
funded largely by a private mem- 
bership organization. Most of all, 
we believe that the two uses are 
not compatible at this site and that 
we need to find other locations for 
the much needed playing fields. 

We have been joined by those 
who believe that the town cannot 
afford the fields, and by those who 
believe that creating fields would 
be a painful issue for the neighbor- 
hood. However, most of our sup- 
port comes from those who have 
embraced the vision for the eco- 
park. Although we have already 
spent hundreds of hours on the 
substantive development of our 
idea, the real proof of our dedica- 
tion to this vision will come over 
the next several months. The 
strong support we have received 
will allow us to fully develop the 
ecological, educational and pas- 
sive recreation proposals for the 
property. During this time, we 
hope to work side-by-side with the 
fields proponents to find other 
locations for the playing fields. 

The outcome of last Monday’s 
meeting was frustrating for every- 
one. but now it’s important for the 
town’s leadership to broaden its 
perspective, and to see if there is 
an overall plan that can balance 
these two interests.

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Ballardvale to try new tack on plan 


Residents hope to calm traffic more quickly with new idea

Ballardvale residents waiting 
for a solution to their traffic prob- 
lems are going to wait a little 
longer. 

From her seat onstage with the 
selectmen, Ballardvale Task Force 
Chairwoman Mary French pulled 
Article 43 off Town Meeting floor 
Monday night. The selectmen 
were the only officials that sup- 
ported the article, which asked for 
$150,000 in free cash to pay for 
continued design development for 
traffic calming and beautification 
in the Ballardvale’s historic dis- 
trict. 

The Finance Committee and 
the Planning Board had previously 
recommended disapproval of the 
article, because they believe the 
master plan - consisting of 
requests that totaled a maximum 
price of $4 million — was incom- 
plete and ambiguous. 

In her motion to withdraw, 
French admitted that the master 
plan “can be described as a wish 
list of options,” which members 
are still trying to prioritize. 

Task Force member Chris 
Huntress told the Townsman two 
weeks ago that he was disappoint- 
ed in officials’ lack of support for 


the plan. However, the decision to 
withdraw came about last week, 
when he sat down with French 
and other department heads prior 
to Town Meeting. “Some of the 
questions that were coming out 
were valid questions and we need- 
ed more time to address them,” he 
says now. 

“Tt wasn’t a vote of no confi- 
dence in the plan,” says Planning 
Director Steve Colyer, who was 
present at the meeting. “It was 
basically a concern that we didn’t 
have a plan to go by yet.” 

What came out of that meeting 
is a new approach — to pull the 
traffic calming elements from the 
master plan, develop them into a 
pilot program and thus start con- 
struction sooner. 

Huntress and French have 
agreed to focus on the traffic- 
calming elements of the master 
plan, such as wider sidewalks and 
curb bump-outs, and re-present 
the plan at Special Town Meeting 
this fall. They will present it as a 
pilot program for traffic calming 
in Andover. If Town Meeting 
approves $150,000 for the project, 
the task force will begin develop- 
ing construction documents for 
those particular elements. 


Though the withdrawal stalls 
the progression of the total master 
plan — begun with $40,000 grant- 
ed by last year’s Town Meeting to 
conduct a traffic-improvement 
plan for wider sidewalks, 
enhanced crosswalks and the addi- 
tion of trees, benches and orna- 
mental light fixtures — the pilot 
program is one step closer to the 
implementation of the master 
plan, Huntress says. 

“In the end, this will speed 
things up quite a bit,” he says. 

Colyer is doubtful whether 
Article 43 would have passed if 
the task force had decided to push 
forward without departmental 
support. 

“They agreed to withdraw it 
and bring it back when it was 
right. That’s the prudent thing to 
do financially,” he adds. 

Other details that are part of the 
original master plan will either be 
whittled down from the “wish 
list,” or kept for implementation 
further down the road, says 
Huntress. 

“The timing of Article 43 may 
have been wishful thinking... but 
we will be bringing it back,” 
French said. 


More funds for safety center project 


Contingency grows with v

With very little discussion, 
Town Meeting agreed to build 
another $235,000 into the safety 
center project, in the form of Arti- 
cle 40. 

Selectman Mary French moved 
Monday night that the town appro- 
priate $100,000 for furnishings — a 
shortfall acquired when the town 
accepted a construction bid that 
was actually $168,000 over-bud- 
get, and delved into the money set 
aside for furniture to make up the 
difference. Officials will ask for 
the remaining $68,000 next year at 
Town Meeting if the contingency 
budget cannot absorb it. 

The motion also asked for 
$135,000 to buy and install a secu- 
rity system. Officials are currently 
in disagreement with contractor 
Mello regarding who is responsi- 
ble for providing the system. In 
case the disagreement does not end 
in the town’s favor, the $135,000 
will purchase the security system 
needed. 

Tom Deso of High Street 
requested assurance that “if the 
$135,000 is not required, it would 
not be spent on some other item 
for the public safety center.” Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski would 
not give him that guarantee. 

“Should we not need it, I’m not

sure at this point how we'd want to 
handle it,” he said.

The contractor has 
run into obstacles such as ledge 
and old oil drums that workers had 
to remove from the site. 

John Baker of South Main

with the high school, which came 
in over-budget, under-performed, 
and late. Are we paying enough 
attention to the details?” he asked, 
followed by some applause.

Severe allegies: When 
some foods are foe

Yasmeen Causer discovered 
her son’s food allergy when he 
was 9 months old. 

“We're from India and Pak- 
istan,” says Causer, now of 
Pipers Glen, “and our food has 
a lot of nuts in it. One day he 
was sitting in his high chair eat- 
ing, and he got this red rash all 
over his body. It was a 10- 
minute ride to the doctor’s, and 
on the way he puffed up with 
hives all over.” 

The doctors gave her son, 
Nabeel Dahod, an antihista- 
mine, and said that he was hav- 
ing an allergic reaction to 
something he ate. They gave 
Causer a list of foods that chil- 
dren are most often allergic to, 
but she didn’t isolate the culprit 
until almost two years later, 
when Nabeel was three. At that 
time, there was an incident that 
left her no doubt about his 
allergy and its severity. 

“We were at a party, and he 
ate one peanut,” says Causer. “I 
gave him Benadryl, but I guess 
it wasn't enough. We went 
home and went to bed, but soon 
he sat up, and he was all puffed 
up. By the time we got our 
clothes on and started down the 
stairs, he was turning blue.” 

Nabeel’s airway had closed 
off, but Causer’s husband, 


Shabbir Dahod, performed arti- 
ficial respiration, and medics 
arrived in time to save the boy’s 
life a second time. Nabeel is 
now 10 and attends fourth 
grade at Bancroft Elementary. 
He has been trained to read the 
labels on every bit of food he 
eats. 

Next week, May 6 through 
12, is Food Allergy Awareness 
Week. According to the cre- 
ators of the campaign, the Food 
Allergy and Anaphylaxis Net- 
work, of which Causer is now a 
member, food allergies account 
for an estimated 30,000 emer- 
gency room visits a year in this 
country, and 150 to 200 deaths 
About six million Americans 
are estimated to suffer from a 
food allergy, about half of those 
nut allergies. 

“First, you have to be sensi- 
tized to the food, which could 
happen through breast milk in 
infancy or the first time you eat 
it,” said Anne Mufioz-Furlong. 
founder and CEO of the Fair- 
fax, Va.-based organization. 
“For some reason, your body 
decides that that food is danger- 
ous, and it creates antibodies 
against it. The next time you eat 
that food, your body releases 
histamines and other chemicals 
to protect itself against this

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Mote money for Nickel Hill fight approved by Town Meeting 


By Adam Groff 

The fight to control pollution in 
the Merrimack Valley continues, 
as voters Monday night approved 
another $50,000 to keep the legal 
pressure on the developers of a 
proposed gas-fired power plant in 
Dracut, less than a mile from 
Andover. 

Nickel Hill Energy, a sub- 
sidiary of Maryland-based Con- 
stellation Energy, is in the process 
of clearing state regulatory hurdles 
to allow it to construct the 750- 
megawatt facility, which is touted 
as being cleaner than older coal- 
and oil-fired plants. Andover resi- 
dents, however, have approved a 
total of $195,000 in the last two 


years so that the environmental 
group Merrimack Valley Resi- 
dents for the Environment can 
confront the company as it sub- 
mits data to the state, currently for 
air and water permits. The group 
says that, cleaner or not, the plant 
represents just one more pollution 
source for an already overbur- 
dened area. 

MVRE president Sheryl Poole, 
of Stonybrook Circle, projected a 
local “air modeling map” for resi- 
dents, showing where the greatest 
amount of pollutants from the 
plant can be expected to fall. 

“As you can see, the town of 
Andover is almost entirely cov- 
ered by the circle showing the 


maximum impact area,” Poole 
told residents. She said that the 
densest part of that area is over 
West Andover, right where the 
new elementary and middle 
schools are being constructed. “T 
don’t think we could have come 
any closer if we had painted a big 
red target on the roof of that 
school,” she said. 

Poole then rattled off a lengthy 
list of noxious emissions that are 
expected to come from the plant 
each year: 157 tons of nitrogen 
oxides, 81 to 98 tons of volatile 
organic compounds, 309 tons of 
carbon monoxide, 21 to 29 tons of 
sulfuric acid mist, and so on. 

Not everyone signed on imme- 


diately, however. 

“There is a disaster in Califor- 
nia,” said one man. “They will 
have rolling blackouts all summer, 
and it’s because they didn’t build 
any new power plants for 10 
years.” He said that if people are 
going to use electricity, they have 
to be willing to build new facili- 
ties to generate it. 

“We recognize that there is an 
energy crisis, but we are not Cali- 
fornia,” responded Laura Jordan 
of Inwood Lane, also on the 
MVRE board of directors. “There 
are over 25 proposals for gas-fired 
plants in Massachusetts. Our goal 
is to make this plant as clean and 
safe as it can be if it has to be

built.” 

“T consider myself an environ- 
mentalist, but I don’t support this 
article,” said Lee Smith of River 
Road. She said that as older plants 
fall into disuse and are replaced by 
cleaner gas-fired plants, “the over- 
all impact on the environment will 
be positive.” 

“The fact is that there’s no evi- 
dence that this power plant will 
replace anything,” said Chris 
Vrountas of River Road, an attor- 
ney who has worked with MVRE. 
“Tt will only add.” 

“Even if this power plant is to 
be built, there is still much to be 
gained by being involved in the 
process,” said selectman Brian 
Major. The selectmen and the 
Finance Committee both recom- 
mended approval of the article. 
“We can influence the technology 
to make it cleaner.” 

The original article asked for 
up to $100,000, the anticipated 
amount of the coming year’s legal 
and consulting fees. Major said, 
however, that there is about 
$50,000 left over from the money 
approved last year, halving the 
amount ultimately requested Mon- 
day night. In the end, the request 
was approved by an all-but-unani- 
mous show of hands. 


What now? 


MVRE and the town of 
Andover are pursuing a joint 
appeal of the decision by the state 
Energy Facilities Siting Board last 
November to approve the Dracut 
site for Nickel Hill Energy.

Nearly 2,000 expected at blood drive for popular man, set for Sunday, May 13

Throngs of supporters are 
expected to turn out at next week- 
end’s bone marrow drive for a pop- 
ular teacher at Greater Lawrence 
Technical School. 

Sean Reardon, 30, of Lawrence, 
is battling chronic myelogenous 
leukemia (CML). The only cure for 
Reardon is a bone-marrow trans- 
plant. 

While family members have 
been tested and the national data 
base of over 4.5 million 
marrow/stem cell donors has 
already been searched, no match 
was found. 

“It’s been a little rough for me, 
but with all the support I have 
received, I kind of have to step up 
and say, even if it (the bone mar- 
row drive) doesn’t help me, it will 
help someone else,” said Reardon, 
who has a 2-year-old and teaches 
special education at the school. 
“Doctors have told me that the 
chances of finding a match, just on 
that date, are pretty slim. How I 
justify having the drive is that there 
is a chance and someone will ben- 
efit.” 

Reardon said it will take about 
three to four weeks after the drive 
to find out if anyone is a match for 
him. 

The school community has ral- 
lied around Reardon, organizing 
several fundraisers to pay for treat- 
ment-related expenses. His stu- 
dents and co-workers along with 
friends and family members call 
themselves “Sean’s Team.”

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First amendment article downed 


By Adam Groff 

Town Meeting, at the urging of 
the Board of Selectmen, again 
rebuffed the efforts of resident 
Dennis Teves of Mohawk Drive to 
reform the way the warrant is 
assembled each year. Following 
spirited discussion, Article 29 was 
dismantled with one stroke, using 
the unusual procedural tool of a 
substitute motion. 

Teves and a few other residents 
have been decrying for years the 
selectmen’s practice of closing the 
warrant as early as three months 
before Town Meeting, saying that it 
abridges residents’ First Amend- 
ment right to petition the govern- 
ment. Teves was seeking to ham- 
string the selectmen by sponsoring 
an ironic article that sought to 
“empower the selectmen to deny the 
First Amendment rights of Andover 
citizens to petition, by refusing to 
accept or insert private articles 
before they sign the warrant.” 

He reasoned that if the article 
failed, the selectmen would have to 
stop closing the warrant early, and 
if it passed, the state attorney gen- 
eral’s office would refuse to 
approve it, and they would again 
have to stop closing the warrant 
early. “For six years I tried to work 
with state and local officials to end 
this injustice,” said Teves. “That’s 
why I’m asking Town Meeting to 
stop this blatant abuse of power... 
Uniess you spend half your life 
under a dictatorship, as I have, you 
will never understand how impor- 
tant this is.” Teves immigrated from 
Portugal in 1960. 

Speaking for the selectmen, 
Mary French said that according to 
a town bylaw, the warrant must be 
open for at least 35 consecutive 
days, and that normally it is open 
for a good deal longer than that.

This year, the warrant opened last 
Nov. 6 and closed on Jan. 19. She 
also said that all the articles need to 
be returned in time for the town 
manager to put together a budget 
that considers all of the financial 
articles. In addition, all of the town 
boards review the articles and 
make recommendations on them 

“It is highly desirable for the 
recommendations of these boards 
to be printed in the Finance Com- 
mittee report,” said French. 

“The work that goes into the 
book that you have before you 
takes many months to prepare,” 
said Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski. “And as a practical 
matter - not to violate anybody’s 
constitutional rights - as a practical 
matter, so you can have this book 
in front of you, the material has to 
go to the printers by the end of 
March.” The Finance Committee 
report was due at the printers by 
March 27 this year, almost a month 
before Town Meeting. 

French moved to strike the 
motion and replace it with a substi- 
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tute motion to “authorize the town 
to continue inserting articles in the 
warrant in compliance with Article 
II Section 2 of the Town of 
Andover General Bylaws.” 

Town Counsel Tom Urbelis, 
who recommended the substitute 
motion, pointed out that any resi- 
dent who can gather 200 signatures 
can force the selectmen to call a 
Special Town Meeting at any time. 
He also pointed out that the town 
bylaw itself was approved by the 
attorney general’s office. 

School Committee member 
Dick Collins, a former history 
teacher at Andover High School, 
questioned the premise of the orig- 
inal article. 

“Tm afraid we are overlooking 
the main point of what this article 
is saying,” said Collins. “It is say- 
ing we should violate the First 
Amendment rights of individuals. 
We have no right in Town Meeting 
to deny constitutional rights to any- 
body. If that’s what’s happening, 
then this issue should be taken 
through the judicial process. It 
seems to me that that is the way 
this gentleman should go.” 

Chris Vrountas of River Road 
agreed. “It seems to me that this 
article as phrased is entirely out of 
order. Why are we even talking 
about this?” asked Vrountas. “We 
can’t authorize anyone to violate 
constitutional rights.” 

Margaret Cronin of Summer 
Street, who supports Teves in vehe- 
mently opposing the early closing 
of the warrant, said she too was in 
favor of taking a legal route. “I per- 
sonally think that the only way to 
resolve this is to get a declaratory 
judgment (from a court),” said 
Cronin. The substitute motion 
passed by a show of hands.

harmful invader.” 

According to Mufioz-Furlong, 
these chemicals create a severe, 
sudden allergic reaction, called 
anaphylaxis, that can include 
swelling of the tongue and throat 
that cuts off breathing, as hap- 
pened in Nabeel’s case. The reac- 
tion also commonly triggers an 
asthma attack in asthma sufferers. 

“The majority of people who 
die from allergic reactions have 
asthma as well,” said Mufioz-Fur- 
long. 

“Basically what I find is that 
people take it very lightly,” says 
Causer of her son’s condition. 
“They don’t understand that it can 
be fatal.” 

Causer now carries epineph- 
rine, the medication of choice for 
controlling severe allergic reac- 
tions to food, with her at all times. 
When Nabeel is old enough to 
learn how to administer it, he will 
carry the drug, also known as 
adrenalin, himself. 

“We try to keep a nut-free 
house, so there’s at least one safe

place for him,” says Causer. She 
says there is also a nut-free seating 
area in the cafeteria at Bancroft. 

According to Barbara White- 
side, program head for Health Ser- 
vices in Andover schools, there 
are approximately 137 students 
district-wide with food allergies, 
and about 73 of the students have 
peanut or nut allergies. 

“But there could be people out 
there that we’re not aware of,” 
said Whiteside. 

FAAN is emphasizing three 
issues during Food Allergy Aware- 
ness Week: the need for emer- 
gency medical personnel to carry 
epinephrine and know how to rec- 
ognize the symptoms of food 
allergy; food allergy education for 
school officials; and the need for 
clear, accurate food labeling. 

“All our EMTs are trained in 
the administration of epineph- 
rine,” said Lt. Robert Stabile of 
the Andover Fire Department. 
“All the trucks in the neighbor- 
hood stations have it too.” 

Peanuts are the leading cause 
of anaphylaxis, followed by tree 
nuts, such as walnuts and pecans, 
fish, shellfish, and eggs. Muiioz- 
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Furlong said that people who are 
allergic to nuts have to be particu- 
larly aware of what they eat, 
because nuts can appear as ingre- 
dients in unexpected places. She 
said that FAAN conducted a fatal- 
ity study and discovered deaths 
caused by things like peanut butter 
used to thicken brown gravy, or 
used to glue down the ends of egg 
rolls. 

“Asian cookery is high-risk, 
and so are desserts, bakery prod- 
ucts, and foods that have sauces,” 
she said. “Any food with a pastry 
covering where you can’t see what 
you're eating also puts you at 
risk.” 

Causer says she is happy that 
food allergy awareness is increas- 
ing. “My main hope is that when 
my son tells people he has a food 
allergy, they will listen to him and 
take as much care as they can,” 
she says.

ow hot or cold is it in 
space? What does it feel 
like to float in zero gravi- 
ty’? How big is the moon? Can I 
go to the bathroom? 

Those were just a few of the 
questions as kindergarten and 
first-grade students at Shawsheen 
School put NASA astronaut 
Nicholas Patrick through his paces 
Monday morning, at a special pre- 
sentation made possible with the 
help of US Rep. Martin Meehan. 

“This is the culmination of our 
year-long ‘Space Odyssey,” said 
Shawsheen Principal Brenda 
O’Brien in her opening remarks. 
Each year, the curriculum at 
Shawsheen is geared toward an 
overarching theme, and this year’s 
theme has been outer space. 

The special honor of being vis- 
ited by a NASA astronaut was 
facilitated by former Shawsheen 
Principal Theresa Murphy, who is 
Meehan’s mother-in-law. Meehan 
was there to introduce Patrick. 

“When your mother-in-law 
asks you to do something,” said 
Meehan to the children, “it’s very 
important that you try to do it — 
sometimes even more important 
than when your own parents ask 
you to do something. So when my 
mother-in-law asked me to get an 
astronaut, I knew I had to get an 
astronaut.”

The astronaut, Patrick, then 
regaled the children with a slide 
show of highlights from his astro- 
naut training, which includes land 
and water survival training.

He also showed a video of 


astronaut trainees on the so-called 
“Vomit Comet,” actually a T-38 
Talon airplane, in which they

school and we practice a lot for 
what we do in space,”’ Patrick told 
the students. He said that astro 
nauts refer to the weightlessness 
of orbit as “free fall,”’ because the 
shuttle 1s actually falling around 
the Earth. Videos of past shuttle 
missions elicited delighted laugh- 
ter as children saw scenes of “hair 
care in free fall”; astronauts slee 
ing on shuttle walls or ceiling 
anchored by Velcro; and an astro 
naut spinning rapidly while hold- 
ing a power drill as another astro 
naut held the chuck. 

Asked by Patrick who first set 
foot on the moon, the young 
scholars were ready with the 
answer: Neil Armstrong. 

“When I was your age, | 
watched Neil Armstrong walk on 
the moon, and that’s when I decid- 
ed I wanted to be an astronaut,” 
Patrick told them. 

His presentation was followed 
by a spirited question-and-answer 
session. 

“How many feet have walked 
on the moon?” asked one student. 
prompting some quick math from 
the engineer, as he pronounced 
that 12 people altogether have 
moonwalked, making 24 feet 

“Can dogs go into space 
asked a girl. Patrick explained that 
the Russians sent a dog, named 
Laika, into space, but that they are

Now, Moran is planning to attend 
this Tuesday’s School Committee 
meeting, with his lawyer, to see if 
that body can do anything about the 
situation. “My intention is to plead 
with them to reconsider this decision 
and let (Sean) continue for these last 
35 days,” he said 

Moran, formerly of High Street 
and now of Massachusetts Avenue in 
North Andover, said he is pressing 
the case in part because he feels that 
people in the school administration 
treated him “very shabbily.” “I'm 
almost being made to look like the 
bad guy here. You don’t treat other 
people like that,” he said

less useful than people for space exploration, because 
they are less intelligent. 

Regarding the temperature of space, Patrick said it 
is difficult to say, as temperature is measured by plac- 
ing a thermometer in or against the substance to be 
measured. “In space, there is nothing to test,” he said. 
“Space doesn’t have a temperature.” 

He said that floating in zero gravity is a lot like 
floating underwater. The moon, he said, is about one- 
sixth the width of the earth, making it around 2,000 
kilometers, or about 1,200 miles, in diameter. 

“Just like Dr. Patrick was inspired by Neil Arm- 
strong, maybe one of you will be inspired to be an 
astronaut,” O’Brien told the children, who filed out 
in orderly fashion after the presentation. Patrick 
spoke to some kindergarten and all first-grade stu- 
dents in the morning, and afternoon kindergarten and

16th annual Sports For Life event will take place at The Loop in Methuen

ey, why run the Boston 
Marathon when you can 
walk around the parking 


lot at The Loop? Or run or bike? 
On Sunday morning, May 20, 
the 16th annual Sports For Life 
event will take place at The Loop 
in Methuen. Participants can take 
their pick from a five-kilometer 
walk, a SK run, or a 15-mile bike 
ride. Proceeds benefit Methuen’s 
Holy Family Hospital Cancer 
Management Center. 
Co-chairing the fundraising 
effort in Andover are Christopher 
O’Reilly of Larchmont Circle, and 
Vicki Simms, principal at West 
Middle School. On Saturday, they 
sold T-shirts and hats in front of 
the Old Town Hall on Main Street. 
The same articles are available at 
West Middle School, for $5. 
O’Reilly participated in the 
event for the first time in 1995, 
before his own father actually got 
lung cancer and died from it in 
1999. William O’Reilly was a 
pediatrician on North Main Street 
from 1959 to 1993 before he went 
to work at Holy Family Hospital. 
“For me personally, and for my 
family, we saw first-hand what the 
Cancer Management Center was 


all about,” said Christopher 
O’Reilly. “That made this cause 
more personal for me.” 

Since the death of William 
O’Reilly, the event has ballooned 
for his family, 30 to 40 of whom 
now do the walk as a team, 
according to his son. They call 
themselves “Dr. Bill’s Bunch.” 

“It’s a real kind of inspiring 
event,” said O’Reilly. “You see 
some people out there who have 
faced such an awful disease and 
gotten through it. You can never 
underestimate the benefit of the 
group camaraderie of an event like 
this.” 

Simms, who walked for the 
first time last year, agrees. She 
encouraged students at West Mid- 
dle to participate in the event to 
fulfill their community-service 
requirement, as many will again 
this year. 

“It ended up that I spent the 
whole day with parents and kids 
who I didn’t even know had peo- 
ple in their families with cancer,” 
said Simms. “Your perspective 
grows a great deal when it starts to 
hit home.” 

Simms lost her husband, for- 
mer Andover High School Princi- 
pal Larry Robinson, to liver can- 


cer in 1999. She said that the com- 
munity-service program itself at 
West Middle was started at the 
urging of a sixth-grade student, 
Laura Goldstein, now at Andover 
High, whose mother was strug- 
gling with cancer. It was Goldstein 
who urged Simms to get involved 
with Sports For Life. 

Last year, 3,000 people partici- 
pated in Sports For Life and raised 
$260,000 for Holy Family. This is 
the first time the event is being 
held at The Loop. Previously, said 
O’Reilly, it began and ended at the 
hospital. 

“The Loop will be good,” said 
O’Reilly, “because people could- 
n't park at the hospital, they had to 
be shuttled. Logistically, it'll be a 
lot easier.”

here’s no one way to 
remember the lives of the 


six million people who 
perished in the Holocaust. 

Local Jewish congregations 
approach the sensitive and 
sometimes painful subject in 
different ways to commemorate 
Yom Hashoah — the term Jews 
use to identify the years of 
killing, prejudice and hate in 
Nazi Germany. 

“These experiences left per- 
manent scars on survivors and 
continued into the next genera- 
tion,” says Rabbi Robert Gold- 
stein of Temple Emanuel on 
Haggetts Pond Road. “Their 
pain filtered down through their 
children.” 

To heal, to remember and to 
pray, Temple Emanuel holds a 
quiet, modest service every 
year. This year, author Helen 
Fremont came to Andover 
Monday night to tell the congre- 
gation her story of survival, 
written in her book After Long 
Silence. 

“(Fremont) and her sister 
were raised as Catholics in 
Michigan. When they became 
adults, they didn’t understand 
the holes in their history,” says 
Goldstein. “Slowly they began 
to piece the story together that 
their parents were Jewish, and 
that they had converted to sur- 
vive.” 

Just as Fremont felt a need to 
tell her story, it is necessary for 
all people to remember the 
Holocaust, Goldstein says. 


“We know that human 
beings have the capacity for 
immeasurable evil. We need to 
be ever vigilant against other 
atrocities of this nature. 

“It’s also important for Jew- 
ish children to learn about their 
dark history,” he adds. “How 
can you... fight against these 
things if you don’t know they 
happened?” 

The congregation at Chabad 
Lubavitch on North Main Street 
takes a personal, internal look at 
Yom Hashoah, says Rabbi 
Asher Bronstein. “We don’t 
necessarily do anything special 
for it,” he says. “It’s more some- 
thing where one has to reflect 
between oneself and their fami- 
ly, and God. It’s a very impor- 
tant thing to have a special day 
for the Holocaust. However, it’s 
important to remember (the vic- 
tims) daily.” 

Chabad Lubavitch empha- 
sizes special prayers said during 
Yizkor services — services held 
only during Judaism’s most 
holy days. To combat the evil 
associated with the Holocaust, 
members resolve to do more 
works of charity and goodness. 
“When you give charity... it has- 
tens redemption. Since the 


Holocaust is so opposite of 


redemption, we make resolu- 
tions on all kinds of actions and 
good deeds,” he says. 

The leader of the Chabad 
Lubavitch movement, Rabbi 
Menachem Schneerson, encour- 
aged Jews to confront the night- 
mare of the Holocaust, and to

questions. “The only way peo- 
ple will recuperate to a certain 
degree is if they get closer to 
their Jewish heritage,” Bron- 
stein says. “(Schneerson) would 
talk and give them courage.” 

Courage is most needed 
today in Israel, says Fred Elias, 
youth and education director at 
Congregation Tifereth Israel. 
For Yom Hashoah this year, 
Jewish children lit candles in 
memory of the soldiers who 
died preserving the state of 
Israel, as well as the people that 
died in the Holocaust. With vio- 
lence raging overseas between 
Israelis and Palestinians, the 
lessons learned from the Holo- 
caust are needed now more than 
ever, he says. “The kids don’t 
want (either Jews or Palestini- 
ans) to get hurt,” Elias says. 

Congregation Tifereth Israel 
also emphasizes the importance 
of keeping alive the memories 
of those who have died. “Espe- 
cially when it comes to the 
Holocaust, total families were 
killed,” Elias recalls the chil- 
dren saying. “Some people 
don’t have family to carry on 
their memory, so it’s important 
that we do it for them. 

“It’s important to hear what 
(survivors) went through. Then 
there’s the element of just 
remembering. Then there’s the 
element of making sure that 
something like this never hap- 
pens again.”

doctor for an exam? 

If you notice a change in 
your vision, you should 
schedule an appointment 
with an eye-care professional 
(ophthalmologist or 
optometrist) immediately. 

If you have a family history 
of certain eye conditions (e.g., 
glaucoma) or health conditions 
(e.g., diabetes), regular eye 
exams also are recommended. 

Regular eye exams make 
good sense for everyone, as 
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they can detect vision and 
other related problems early 
enough for effective treatment. 

How often should I get an 
eye exam? 

~ Because vision is constant- 
ly changing as we age and 
mature, an annual eye exami- 
nation is a good idea. 

~ For adults who are 40 or 
older, annual eye examinations 
not only ensure that any exist- 
ing prescription is correct, but 
also help prevent or identify 
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early symptoms of potentially 
serious conditions, such as 
cataracts, glaucoma or macular 
degeneration. 

How do I choose a quali- 
fied eye-care professional? 

— Ask family or friends for 
suggestions. 

—~ Look for one on the 
provider list from your insur- 
ance company. 

— Consider things that may 
be important to you, such as 
office hours and location. 

What should I expect dur- 
ing an eye exam? 

— Patient history: Tell your 
doctor about eye and health 
problems, allergies, vision 
symptoms, family history of 
eye conditions and your occu- 
pational (Do you work long 
hours on a computer? Do you 
read a lot?) and recreational 
(Do you spend time in the sun? 
Will you be going skiing?) 
vision needs. 

~ Eye health tests: Your doc- 
tor will test for glaucoma and 
look for symptoms of conditions 
such as cataracts or macular 
degeneration. He or she can 
also detect high blood pressure, 
diabetes and high cholesterol. 

— Vision testing: These tests

- Treatment options:

Chris Sintros, executive 
director of the assisted-living 
facility Heritage at North 
Andover, Genesis ElderCare, 
says that a program current- 
ly being run at Heritage 
shows that seniors can bene- 
fit from working out, in this 


case with weights. The pro- 
gram, called “Strength for a 


according to two local resi- 
dents who work closely 
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Full Life,” is a weightlifting 
class for Heritage residents. 

“Tt’s low-intensity 
weightlifting three times a 
week,” Mr. Sintros says of 
the program. “It’s based on 
the premise that as you age, 
you never lose the capability 
to improve muscle tone. You 
can still always get stronger; 
your muscles can get larger.” 

Residents at Heritage are 
receiving benefits from the 
weightlifting program, 
according to Mr. Sintros. 

“They do experience a dif- 
ference. There are noticeable 
results,” he says. 

Elizabeth Lamoreaux, a 
group fitness manager at the 
Andover Training Station, 
also stresses the importance 
of lifting weights for seniors. 

“For women especially, it 
increases bone density. Stud- 
ies are showing it also cre- 
ates a more efficient energy 
system (within the body). 
The more muscle you have, 
the more calories you burn,” 
Ms. Lamoreaux says. 

Mr. Sintros says that the 
seniors he is in close con- 
tact with at Heritage are 
very aware of the benefits of 
exercise. 

“T actually think it’s amaz- 
ing how many elders realize 
that the aging process is in 
their hands,” he says. 

One resident at Heritage, 


according to Mr. 
Sintros, walks 
around the 
grounds of the 
facility several 
times a day. 
Ms. Lamore- 
aux agrees that 
local seniors 


express a 
healthy __ atti- | 
tude toward 
exercising. 
“The people

older you get, 
the harder it is to maintain a 
(fitness) routine,” she says. 
There are many factors 
that can make it difficult for 
elderly residents to be active. 
“Many of them have dri- 
ving issues and can’t get 
out. Some of them have lost 


close ones and are 
depressed and others have 
economic issues,” says Ms. 
Lamoreaux. 

In fact, Ms. Lamoreaux 
is quick to point out that 
it’s not just seniors who 
may hesitate to exercise 
regularly. 
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“Out of all the Americans, 
Current statistics show that 
80 percent are inactive, and 
20 percent have a regular fit- 
ness routine,” she says. 

The lackadaisical attitude 
that many Americans have 
about exercise is potentially 
dangerous. 

“Inactivity is as detrimen- 
tal to one’s health as smok- 
ing a pack (of cigarettes) a 
day,” says Ms. Lamoreaux. 

Some residents at Her- 
itage exercise because they 
want to try to take control of 
their bodies and their lives, 
according to Mr. Sintros. 

“Exercise is probably one 
of the primary expressions 
of self-empowerment and I 
think that shows in (active 
seniors’) enthusiasm,” he 
Says. “The research for the 
over-65 population has 
increased dramatically; 
that research _ indicates 
overwhelmingly that exer- 
cise will play a crucial role 
in how we will age. Because 
of that, elderly participa- 
tion in exercise programs is 
growing.” 

One important step that 
any senior should take 
before beginning an exercise 
program is consulting a 
physician. 

“You definitely should 
consult with a physician and 
receive consent to partici- 
pate in new activities,” says 
Mr. Sintros. “We have peo- 
ple (for whom) walking 20 
feet is their best exercise, so 
doctors can determine 
which direction people are 
going in.” 

Ms. Lamoreaux also notes 
that “it really is important 
for (seniors) to see a doctor 
for a full health screening” 
before starting a new exer- 
cise routine. She says it is 
also vital for seniors to know 
the five components of physi- 
cal fitness before starting a 
program: muscle strength, 
muscle endurance, cardio- 
vascular fitness, flexibility 
and nutrition. Seniors 
should “look at those five 
components and _ decide 
where they want to start,” 
says Ms. Lamoreaux. 

Another factor that 
seniors might want to con- 
sider before beginning an 
exercise program is ensuring 
that they have the proper 
equipment. 

“It’s important to invest in 
a good pair of sneakers 
before embarking on a new 


exercise program,” says Ms. 
Lamoreaux. 
Finding a _ supportive 


group to encourage, motivate 

and assist in the exercise 

process can also be helpful. 
“Believe it or not,

(seniors) don’t like going out 
in isolation. It’s important 
for them to find a group,” 
says Ms. Lamoreaux. 

“What are some activities 
that brought me pleasure in 
the past?” is a question that 
seniors preparing to increase 
their rate of exercise or to 
branch out to different forms 
of exercise can ask them- 
selves, says Ms. Lamoreaux. 

According to Mr. Sintros, 
many senior citizens are 
attracted to low-resistance 
forms of exercise, such as tai 
chi, yoga, walking, swim- 
ming and stretching: these 
activities “emphasize flexi- 
bility and mobility, which is 
the goal,” says Mr. Sintros. 

Although a majority of 
younger people may exercise 
solely to look good, many 
seniors exercise so they will 
be able to get through their 
daily routine with ease. 

“The distinctive goal for 


seniors is that exercise 
should be a_ preventative 
tool aimed at assuring 


longevity of function and 
highest possible quality of 
life,” says Mr. Sintros. 

Ms. Lamoreaux says elder- 
ly residents should try to 
practice “functional fitness 
for daily life activities.” 

Both Mr. Sintros and Ms. 
Lamoreaux encourage 


seniors, and everyone else, 
to exercise in order to exert 
greater control over their 
lives. 

“Folks that are concerned 
about family members or 
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themselves, I'd encourage 
people to participate (in 
exercise) and take their 
aging process in their own 
hands,” says Mr. Sintros. 
“Overall, our population 
has more knowledge about 
how to be health conscious 
(than previous  genera- 
tions), but they need to 
make sure they are using 
it,” says Ms. Lamoreaux. 
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There are new solutions for sleep apnea 


(Newstream) — If someone 
stops breathing, it is always 
considered a_ life-threaten- 
ing emergency, unless it 
happens in bed. And, it does 
happen to more than 12 mil- 
lion Americans. It’s a disor- 
der called obstructive sleep 
apnea and 95 percent of 
those affected are not diag- 
nosed. 

Dr. Mark Mahowald is 
the director of the Minneso- 
ta Regional Sleep Disorder 


Center at Hennepin County 
Medical Center in Min- 
neapolis. 


“Obstructive sleep apnea 
is a very common condition 
characterized by interrup- 
tion of breathing during 
sleep seen primarily in peo- 
ple who are very heavy 
snorers, and, as they fall 
asleep, their upper airway 
relaxes and actually closes 
off so that they are attempt- 
ing to breathe but unable to 
effectively breathe,” Dr. 
Mahowald says. “This 
breath-holding episode is 
interrupted by an arousal 
unbeknownst to the individ- 
ual, so the person may wake 
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up as many as 800 times at 
night, unbeknownst to him 
or her; however, the day- 
time consequences’ are 
severe in terms of being 
very, very sleepy during the 
day.” 

It in fact can affect a 
much broader range of peo- 
ple, including children. 
And, there can be serious 
consequences for the 
untreated patient. 

“One of the primary 
risks...the serious risks of 
obstructive sleep apnea is 
falling asleep in car crash- 
es,” Dr. Mahowald says. 
“The second is related to the 
falling of blood oxygen level 
at night. If this happens 
severely enough and often 
enough, this can cause prob- 
lems with high blood pres- 
sure, heart problems and 
swelling of the ankles.” 

There are several 
approaches to treating this 
potentially serious disorder, 
ranging from surgery to the 
use of a special device while 
the patient sleeps. 

“The most commonly 
used non-surgical treatment 
for obstructive sleep apnea 
is nasal CPAP which 
stands for continuous posi- 
tive airway pressure,” Dr. 
Mahowald says. “This is 
simply a device that ... puts 
air under pressure into the 
nose and serves as a pneu- 
matic or an air splint to 
keep the upper airway open 
at night during sleep, and 
this will stop the snoring 
and stop apnea in virtually 
all people with obstructive 
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sleep apnea. I think one of 
the most important advan- 
tages in the CPAP treat- 
ment for obstructive sleep 
apnea has been the develop- 
ment of a wide variety of 
different sorts of masks and 
nasal devices which permit 
pressure to be transmitted 
to the upper airway.” 

The FDA has _ recently 
approved _ several new 
devices that substantially 
improve the bedside _ tech-

nology used to manage this 
condition. The new _ prod- 
ucts, manufactured by 
Mallinckrodt, offer greater 
comfort to the patient, mak- 
ing it easier for the patient 
to follow doctor’s orders. 
Some products even provide 
feedback about how regu- 
larly the patient is using the 
device. 

“Now that we have many, 
many different forms of 
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these masks and _ nasal 
devices, more people are 
being able to tolerate them 
because they’re more com- 


fortable,’” Dr. Mahowald 
says. 
The consequences’ of 


untreated sleep apnea can 
be severe to the patient, his 
or her family and the com- 
munity at large. From noisy 
snoring and gasping, awak- 
ening a bed partner, to 
falling asleep on the job, the 
diagnosis and treatment of 
sleep apnea represents a 
new set of challenges for 
individuals and society. 

“The treatment of 
obstructive sleep apnea is 
very gratifying because ... it 
results in such a dramatic 
improvement in an individ- 
ual’s quality of life,” Dr. 
Mahowald says. “Many of 
the individuals that we’ve 
seen with sleep apnea are 
sent to us because they are 
on the verge of losing their 
job because of sleepiness at 
the workplace or they have 
already lost their job or 
they have recurrent motor 
vehicle crashes due to 
falling asleep behind the 
wheel. They obtain a diag- 
nosis of obstructive sleep 
apnea, get treated with 
CPAP and their level of 
alertness and ability to stay 
awake during the day is 
completely normal.” 

The new treatment 
devices are only available 
through a doctor’s prescrip- 
tion and can be obtained 
from home health care dis- 
tributors.

Ten ways to help keep yourself 


smoke-free forever

more hacking cough, 
improved senses of smell 
and taste, increased Vitality 
and better physical appear- 
ance (less yellow on teeth 
and fingers).

3. Extend an invitation to a 
smoker friend or family 
member to quit with you, but 
don’t force them to do so.

4. Ask that friends and 
family not smoke around 
you. 


5. If any of your loved ones 
smoke, ask that ashtrays and 
cigarettes be kept out of your 
sight. 


6. Tell your friends and 
family that you need to be 
the one to bring up the sub- 
ject of quitting. 


7. Ask a friend or family 
member who is an ex-smok- 
er, Or one who is also 
attempting to quit, if they 
would be your quitting 
“buddy” and let you vent 
frustration or talk about 
your good days. Call your 
“buddy” when you experi- 
ence a craving.

The most common symptom 
of endometriosis is pelvic pain 
that may have a monthly pat- 
tern, may or may not be con- 
stant and may interfere with 
your ability to perform activi- 
ties of daily living. Fatigue, 
exhaustion or low energy; pain 
c@ring or after sex; lower back- 
ache during your period; painful 
bowel movements, diarrhea, or 
other stomach upset at the time 
of your period; stomach bloating 
and swelling; and heavy or 
irregular periods are also com- 
mon symptoms. 

According to Dr. Marc Laufer, 


an endometriosis expert at Chil- 
dren’s Hospital and Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in Boston, 
women should not assume that 
their symptoms are a normal part 
of womanhood.

Superstitious Boston Red Sox fans 
worry the team will never win a World 
Series until someone lifts the Curse of 
the Bambino. The question now is: 
Could a handful of Andover workers 
be the people who wash away that 
curse? 

The Curse of the Bambino is a the- 
ory that suggests the Red Sox haven’t 
won a World Series since 1918 as pun- 
ishment for trading baseball’s premier 
slugger, Babe Ruth, to the New York 
Yankees. 

Now Ruth -— or at least his scrap- 
books — has returned to the area this 
year for special treatment at the North- 
east Document Conservation Center in 
Brickstone Square. The center will 
repair and treat these documents, to be 
preserved at the National Baseball Hall 
of Fame Library and Museum in Coop- 
erstown, N.Y. When the center’s work 
is complete, some of the scrapbooks 
will be part of a national tour, says Jeff 
Idelson, the Baseball Hall of Fame’s 
vice president of communications and 
education. 

The set of 10 scrapbooks cover 
some of Ruth’s most dominant years as 


a hitter, from 1921 to 1935. Compiled 
by Ruth’s friend and agent, Christy 
Walsh, they provide a unique resource 
for researchers and fans, and include 
photos, telegrams, playbills, posters, 
newspaper clippings and even the lin- 
ing of two of Ruth’s hats. 

“There’s so many great photographs 
of him with children,” says Jim Gates, 
Hall of Fame library director, “and just 
page after page of news clippings from 
when he was barnstorming.” 

Gates notes that one West Coast 
paper used the same size headline to 
highlight a Japanese invasion as it did 
to announce the arrival of Ruth to the 
area. “World war is breaking out, but 
Babe’s arrival in town was equally 
important,” he says. 

Deb Wender, director of book con- 
servation at NEDCC, says those 
involved with the conservation either 
were, or are fast becoming, Ruthian 
baseball fans. 

“Some of the telegrams are fun 
simply because they are congratulat- 
ing Ruth for his acting debut, which is 
sort of funny,” she says. “There are 
photographs of him with kids in an 
orphanage.

“There’s this hysterical photo of 
him with Lou Gehrig. There’s this 
championship hen that laid the biggest 
egg, I guess. There’s this series of pho- 
tographs where they take turns holding 
the egg and holding the hen.” 

Wender and her coworkers will dis- 
mantle, de-acidify, encapsulate and 
reassemble the scrapbooks for the Hall 
of Fame. They’ ll also catalog and pho- 
tograph each page before they start 
their work. As part of the process will 
actually put the materials in water. 
“We're washing everything” to help 
get adhesive off, says Wender. “We're 
immersing the pages, with the scraps 
on them, in water.” 

Could this be the holy water the Red 
Sox need to exorcise the alleged curse? 

“That’s a good question. We’ ve 
brought him back and we’re restoring 
him to Boston,” says Wender. “It’s con- 
ceivable.” 

Idelson, who worked for the Red 
Sox in 1986, when the curse is said to 
have reared its head in the form of an 
error by former Andoverite Bill Buck- 
ner, wouldn’t mind if that’s the case. 

“You certainly hope so. The Cubs
